Guest on Bachelor Guide

IF A couple of television producers are 
going to do “A Guide to the Swinging 
Bachelor,” the necessary first step is to 
hire five married males. In this case, the 

‘married men are Joey Bishop, Dean 
Jones, Shelley Berman, Larry Storch and 
Noel Harrison. 

Producers Saul Ilson and Ermest Cham- 
bers really did try to find some bache- 
lors, but “each one we contacted was too 
busy swinging.” 

To make certain that a few bachelors 
tune in, the producers hired a dozen 
Playmates, each certified to have ap- 
peared in the centerfold spread of Play- 
boy magazine. (The staples have been 
removed.) Each girl represents a month 
of the year and the show marks the first 
time that any of the centerfold girls has 
appeared on TV. . 

Ilson and Chambers are members of 
the wildly unconventional team that 
made “The Smothers Brothers Comedy 
Hour” the unexpected success of the sec- 
ond season three years ago. The team 
now works for ABC-TV and this week’s 
program is supposed to be the first in a 
series of “A Guide to...” programs. Al- 
ready in preparation for 1969 is “A Guide 
to the Single Girl.” 

The producers describe their specials 
as “a musical-comedy revue composed 
of sketches and musical numbers, loosely 
tied into the umbrella theme—in this in- 
stance, bachelors. 

This program was written by Ilson 
and Chambers with Hal Goldman and 
Al Gordon. The four, apparently, like to 
live dangerously with network censors.

During that period, the Supremes managed 
the rare feat of producing five consecutive rec- 
ords that reached the number-one spot on the

best-selling charts. They have followed with 12 
albums, all of them popular. 

The group changed in 1967. Florence Ballard 
withdrew from the group and was replaced by 
Cindy Birdsong, late of Patty and the Bluebells. 
Another change was star billing for Miss Rots 
under the new designation of Diana Ross and 
the Supremes. 

The third member of the group is Mary Wil- 
son, who grew up with Diana in a section of De- 
troit called Brewster Projects. Miss Birdsong is 
from Camden, N.J. 

The television special, which contains 19 
songs, is called “T.C.B.,” which means “Taking 
Care of Business.” It is produced by the George 
Schlatter-Ed Friendly production team that 
turns out “Laugh-In” and handled the recent 
“Soul” special.

Many actors weep when a series is cancelled, 
but David Hedison had just the opposite reac- 
tion. 

; “I was,” he said recently, “absolutely de- 
lighted” about last winter’s cancellation of “Voy- 
age to the Bottom of the Sea.” 

Hedison continued: “The series had run for 
four years. The scripts had gotten more and 
more improbable.

His first television series, “Five Fingers,” lasted 
only one season, too short a time to suit Hedi- 
son. The second, apparently, lasted too long. 

After Hedison’s wedding in London, he sent 
an announcement to his ““Voyage” co-star, Rich- ~ 
ard Basehart. “He took the news very hard,” 
Hedison laughed. “For four years, he had ad- 
vised me that a bachelor’s life is the best that a 
man can have. , 

“T couldn’t take his advice seriously, however. 
Basehart has been married for over 20 years.”
